sections. “The Downtown Church' was
the subject asslgned to Doctor Day, and
he urged thgt the once prosperous
churches In the thickly populated seo-
tlons become of greater general praotical
sarvice,

“I want to tell the Philndelphin Prea-
byteriana what can ba done with a church
downtown,”” sald Doctor Day. "“The
church downtown which is netive and ac-
compllghing something leada to other
thoughts than the ‘downtown ehurch'
which we often think of as the churoh
with no congregation and lesa life,

BETTLEMENT HOUSE NEEDED.

"In the Labor Temple we have proved
that there is need for the church down-
town, but It is not the church of your
fmagination,” he sald. "It Is the settle-
mant houss, the factor in soclal welfars
rather than the chureh with regular Sun-
day services such as we all think of.

Fhilndalphln may have nead of such a
church. If whe has, the Presbhytery here
enn handle such an inatitution the samae
sy the New York Presbytery !s handliing
Labor Temple.

“Our Free Employment League,” de-
clared Doctor Day, "has been a ravela-
tion to many of the members of our
presbytery, so much so that the wark
has beon taken up In  almost every
congregation in the elty.

“And, furthermore,” he continued, “the
Bynod of New York State bas gons on
‘yecord as favoring the church wrestling
with the problem of unemployment. It
i to be worked In this wise: Each elty
mnd town I8 to have a committes mode
up from the members of the Presbyterian
Brotherhood, which ahall look after not
only the unemployed, but the menless
foba in each locallty. All of this In-
tormation fs to be transmitted to all the
other committees In other localities, and
thus will ba brought together the jobless
mean and the manless job.

“This really started at Labor Temple,
where we hive our co-operntive free em-
ployment bureau,'” he aald, “Last apring,
if wa had charged what ths commercial
employment agencles would have charged,
weo placed enough men to have netted us
$40,000.

“At Labor Temple we have organized
all formas of aoclal service work and
have mnde the temple a place for the
Iaboring man, He can come to our
sarvices and see motlon pletures and
herr good music as well as hear the
gospel,” Doctor Day concluded.

SALE OF CITY BONDS
AMAZES OFFIGIALS

Mayor and Heads of De-
partments in Delight at
Crowd—Decide to Extend
Day's Limit From $825,-
000 to $2,000,000.

A million dollars had been subscribed
for new municipal bonds at noon today.

The popularity of the ‘“‘over-the-
eounter” gala of municipal bonda has
amnzed clty ofMelals, So many appliea-
tions came by mall and from men and
women who stood for hours in the long
line In the City Treasurer's office that
City Treasurer McCoach, Controller Wal-
ton and Mayor Blankenbutg lheld a con-
ferenco ahortly atfter 11 o'clock and de-
clded to extemt the limit of today’s sale
from 3$585,000 to 82,000,000,

More than half the Issue to have been
sold today was subacribed when the sale
opened at 8 o'clock thls morning, These
applications came In the first mail. They
totaled bids for $500,000. At the same
tHime a line walted at the window eager
to buy.

The largest bid thus far wasa ona for
560,000 worth of bonds. This came by
mail from & bonking house. There Was
another application for n $25,098 block of
the bonda and several for 310,000

But the bulk of tha hids at the sals
today came from persons who wanted
one or two bonda of small dénominations.

McCOACH PLEASED.
City 'Treasurer McCoach gave out the
following statement after the conference
with City Controller Walton and Mayor

Blankanburg:

“] am huppy to see that the peopls of
Philadelphin hava so much confldence In
the credit of the elty. We do not wint to
see any one disappolnted, and for that
reason It was declded to extend the limit
of the amount in bonds avallable for the
sala today. Any one willlng to loan
money to the clty should be accommo-
dated by all means, I attribute the won-
darful success of todny's sale to the oul-
coma of tha election Tuesday.”

“The municlipal bonds of Philadeiphia
furnish one of the best Investments any
one could make," said Controller Walton,

Mayor Blankenburg and the two officials
were In high spirits at the popularity of
the nale.

Each aubacription considered today was
asccompanied by & per cent. af the amount
of bonds subscritred for, and the setlle-
ment for the remalnder must be muide
within 14 days after the subscription.
The tunds from the $555,000 lesue offered
